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1. fhe following ee nilitary trains were observed to 
pass through “KORSLIN: 


19 September 1949: Train of 40 railroad cars loaded with 


trucks and jeeps. 


21 September 1949: Two trains of 36 and 435 railroad cars 
respectively, carrying Soviet troops. 


Accorijing to rumors, more Soviet troops were to be stationed 
in KOXSLIN. 
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The observations and reported rumor are assumed to be 
connected with the return of Soviet troops from maneuver 
areas. 
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
